FRIGHTFUL MASSACRE. 


Hundreds of Men, Women and Children 
Slaughtered. 


A gentleman of Alameda writes as fol­ 
lows to the Argus of that place: 
I learn from Captain Kustel of the 
schooner Psnonia, which arrived at San 
Francisco last Saturday from the South 
Pacific Islands, the following strange news, 
which really seems so strange and extra­ 
ordinary that it can hardly be credited, 
and yet it comes so direct that it seems 
proper to make it pnblio. 
I give it there­ 
fore as I got it, w ith the names of the par­ 
ties furnishing the information, and I do not 
vouch for or hold myself responsible in any 
manner for the 
correctness 
or 
truth 
thereof : 
. 
Captain Kustel statee that while at 
Strong’s Island he met the missionary 
brig Morning Star, which did some trading 
with him, bnt no mention was made by 
the Captain or officers of any nnnsnal event 
having occurred ; but before parting with 
the vessel he got into conversation with a 
passenger on the brig, named Ellis, who in­ 
formed him that a terrible massacre had 
taken place at Drummond’s Island, in the 
Gilbert group, and th at three or four hun­ 
dred natives had b e e n killed, and the party 
committing the terrible deed were led on 
and incited by a Hawaiian missionary of the 
American Missionary Society. 
Captain 
Kustel also states th at when he reached 
the island Jf Ponape, 
in the Caroline 
group, he met William B. Chute, owner 
and supercargo of the schooner Elizabeth, 
of Fiji, and from him learned the same 
story, he stating also that the slaughter 
included men, women and children ; and 
that the bodies were left lying on the 
ground under the cocoannt trees, and the 
dogs were feeding on them. 
And finally, 
when the Panonia reached Makin Island, 
he met Captain Evers, of the British 
brig Isabella, which vessel 
had 
been 
wrecked, 
and 
Captain 
Evers 
and 
his crew came up as passengers on the Pa­ 
nonia. 
This Captain Evers told the tamo 
story, only increasing the number of killed 
to a thousand or fifteen hundred. 
The 
story as farther gathered and given by 
Captain Knetel, is that the natives on the 
south part of Drummond’s Island were ad­ 
dicted to the manufacture and use of a na­ 
tive liquor made from the cocoanut; th at 
they refused to give up this practice, and 
rejected Christianity. 
So they were dis­ 
armed under some pretext and then set 
upon by the people from the other part of 
the island and slaughtered w ithout mercy. 
Now this is the story as gathered from 
three different islands, and there seems 
but little room to doubt that a terrible 
slaughter has taken place. 
But that a 
party could have been incited and led on 
by a missionary is too incredible for belief, 
and for the sake of Christianity and of 
humanity I hope this part may be ex­ 
plained away. 
It seems strange, however, 
that 
the 
Captain of 
the missionary 
brig should 
have suppressed all news, 
as he must have known 
all 
the facts, 
and could have given or sent by Captain 
Kustel a full statement. 
The next news 
that eomes, however, will probably be 
through missionary sources, and tho ignor­ 
ant and oppressed native have but little 
chance to present their side of the case. I 
am informed that the whole m atter waa 
written np and forwarded to the Sydney 
papers for publication, and we may not get 
full particulars until it comes through them.

THE 
NEMESIS OF COMMERCIAL DIS­ 
HONESTY. 


TEE CASE OF LANDES. 
The case of George Landes, found guilty 
of bigamy in the Superior Court on Satnr- 
day, is in some respects a peculiar one. 
The defendant was charged with having 
-established marital relations with one Julia 
F inn, w ho bore him a child, and w ith 
having subsequently contracted a mar­ 
riage with one Emma Hack. He claimed 
that he was never married to Alias Finn, 
but admitted that he had cohabited with 
her. She swore that he had driven her 
on a certain occasion, to a house in the 
country, where a man representing himself 
as a Justice of the Peace, performed the 
marriage ceremony. No other evidence of 
this transaction was, however, produced, 
and Landes declared that her story was a 
fiction. 
She had, indeed, what purported 
to be a marriage certificate, and this was 
shown to be a mere pretense. The nature 
of the defendant’s relations with Miss 
Finn was established upon the evidence of 
persons to whom he had spoken of her as 
his wife, and letters which he had written 
her, making the same representations. 
The authorship of these letters he denied, 
but the fact that he wrote them was de­ 
monstrated to the satisfaction of the jury. 
The law of California resembles that of 
Scotland in holding that cohabitation and 
acknowledgment of marital relations before 
witnesses establishes marriage. The de­ 
fendant would appear to have possessed a 
very dim realization of the legal impT- 
cations of his acts, for his second marriage 
was boldly published in the city where 
bis first wife resided, and, in fact, his two 
establishments were but a few miles apart. 


MURRAY OF UTAH. 
It would seem, from Washington dis­ 
patches, that Governor Murray of Utah 
has the confidence of the new administra­ 
tion. So far it appears that the only title 
Governor Murray has to the esteem of a 
Republican President is his reckless viola­ 
tion of republican principles in the Cannon 
case. In undertaking to decide a matter 
over which he had no jurisdiction he 
showed, on that occasion, either gross 
ignorance of his duties, oi a most culpable 
disposition to usurp powers not belonging 
to his office. In either case he ought to 
have been removed from a position his un­ 
fitness to hold which he had so conspicu­ 
ously manifested. There can be no trifling 
with questions of this character. Usur­ 
pation of power is a capital political crime 
in a republic, and it ought to be so regarded 
and so punished. Governor M urray’s re­ 
tention in office can only be regarded as an 
indorsement of his flagrant defiance of 
constitutional principles, and this is not a 
pleasant fact to reflect upon. 
TURKEY AND GREECE. 
The fears of Europe will hardly permit 
the present relations between Turkey and 
Greece to drift into war. The Porte has 
thus far steadily refused to cede Thessaly. 
Crete it is willing to surrender, but Thes­ 
saly it will not let go, and there is no 
possible pressure which the Powers can 
briDg to bear upon it to enforce their pro­ 
gramme, which may cot produce the very 
evils they are most anxious to avoid. The 
change of Government in Russia has given 
the King of Greece new and powerful sup­ 
port, but the Czar will hardly urge his 
relation to assume a belligerent position if 
be perceives that such a step would compel 
Husaia to take an active part in the war. 
A t this moment, in fact, it looks as though 
Turkey could control the situation by 
simply remaining inflexible, for that Rus­ 
sia can only urge Greece to declare war at 
the risk of involving herself in another 
great European conflict. 


The progress of commerce has pursued 
a regular course in all countries. In ita be­ 
ginnings it is characterized by scrupulous 
honesty and good faith, for it is only the 
business based upon these qualities that 
secures a firm foothold. W hen the repu­ 
tation for thoroughness of work and just 
dealing has established a line ef trade, it 
begins to attract competition. For a time 
the conscientious merchant and manufac­ 
turer hold their own, but as the trade in 
which they are engaged becomes more 
profitable and extensive, the rivalry grows 
keener, and gradually all kinds of tricks 
are resorted to for the purpose of securing 
a share of it, or in order to break down 
more scrupulous competitors. Thus the 
English manufacturers long held the Asi­ 
atic markets with their cotton goods, and 
until they had earned a solid reputation 
for integrity. But when the trade grew to 
immense proportions, and American compe­ 
tition began to affect it, recourse was had 
to chemical frauds which made it possible 
to palm off inferior wares, and dur'mg the 
la3t few years the British sheetings and 
calicoes have been so doctored and loaded 
as to have lost their former reputation. 
The same thing has occurred with silks 
and other fabrics. Competition has in 
duced unscrupulous men to manufacture 
goods unfitted for wear, and at length 
this process of adulteration was carried so 
far that the world showed a disposition to 
discard the doctored materials. 
In most of the countries of Europe the 
disastrous effects of adulteration upon com 
merce have been so clearly recognized that 
rigid laws have been adopted to prevent 
such frauds, and in this way the practice 
has been reduced to a minimum. In the 
United States, however, legislation has not 
yet been reached in this connection, and as 
a resuit of the recklessness which has 
lately prevailed in American manufactures, 
the commerce of the country is at present 
suffering under severe blows. Competition 
ha3 had its inevitable consequences for our 
manufacturers. Finding that their mar­ 
kets were expanding continually, they have 
been induced to adopt dishonest methods, 
and this has been done so audaciously in 
several instances as practically to destroy 
the trade it was designed to extend. The 
recent Congressional report upon the pro­ 
gress of adulteration in our manufactures 
conclusively proves that the business of 
commercial fraud has been carried to 
greater lengths than probably ever before, 
and simply because no legislation has been 
had to restrict it. As a very large pro­ 
portion of our foreign trade consists of 
food products, moreover, it has been easy 
to inflict serious injuries upon it by calling 
attention to the trade deceits practiced. 
For, though people may be induced to 
continue purchasing loaded silks and cot­ 
tons, they cannot be induced to continue 
eiting preparations which are denounced 
as unwholesome and even as poisonous. 
The business of canning provisions of 
various kinds has attained enormous pro­ 
portions in this country, and as usual in 
such cases it has been invaded by unscru­ 
pulous traders. These have employed con­ 
demned or otherwise unfit articles, and the 
result has been to discredit the entire line 
of preserved provisions. American canned 
goods have been given a bad name, and 
our former customers will not pause to dis­ 
criminate, but simply reject the whole of 
these preparations. The same thing has 
occurred with onr butter. American dairy 
products had for several years been gain­ 
ing in favor abroad, and with good reason. 
But at this juncture some oversmart Yan­ 
kee invested oleomargarine, and from that 
time the doom of our butter was sealed. 
The new product could be made to resem­ 
ble butter so closely that experts alone 
could tell the difference. Bat it was not 
butter, and it could be made out of a num­ 
ber of nasty and unwholesome materials. 
Greed of gain of course very soon induced 
manufacturers to use the cheapest materi­ 
als, and the result was that a stuff called 
butter, but which was really as unfit for 
human food as axle-grease, was put on the 
market. Europe has now taken the alarm 
at this, and American butter, good, bad 
and indifferent alike, is tabooed. 
The present trouble about onr hog pro­ 
ducts, though primarily arising out of 
what appears to have been a flagrant ex­ 
aggeration of the facts, was no doubt made 
more serious by the circumstance that suf­ 
ficient care had not latterly been exercised 
in the preparation of these things. There 
had been frauds, and they had been dis­ 
covered, and so much adulteration had 
been traced to our manufacturers during 
the past ten or fifteen years that the world 
was quite ready to believe the worst that 
could be said about their tricks. 
The 
effect of all these denunciations and ex­ 
posures upon trade must be very scrions. 
The losses upon butter, pork and canned 
goods will undoubtedly be enormons. 
There is, however, but one possible remedy 
for this state of affairs, and it is to take 
measures for the prevention of adultera­ 
tion. The manufacturer who adulterates 
is a knave, of course, and he injures all 
his fellows as well as the country at large. 
Every honest man must favor the enact­ 
ment of stringent laws against trade frauds 
of every description, and the more so since it 
is scarcely to be expected that we can re­ 
cover our lost foreign commerce until we 
show the world that we are prepared to 
give guarantees for honest dealing. It is 
scarcely necessary to add that the Amer­ 
ican people have a far greater‘interest in 
the passage of such laws than any one else, 
since they are the most extensive consum­ 
ers of all the products into the manufac­ 
ture of which adulteration enters. It is 
the American people, in fact, who have the 
strongest grounds for complaint and indig. 
nation in this regard, and they ought to 
insist upon the prompt adjustment of the 
matter by Congress, since it is clear that it 
cannot be reached by State legislation. 


THE EXTRA SESSION OF CONGRESS, 


We do not see how it can be possible to 
dispense with an extra session of Congress. 
The funding question has to be met and 
dealt with, and if it is not dealt with there 
can be no donbt that the country will hold 
the dominant party responsible for tbe 
failure. The Democrats are justly censur­ 
able for causing the defeat of the last at­ 
tempt at refunding, and President Hayes 
did right in vetoing their impracticable 
bill. It does not follow, however, that 
President Garfield would be justified in 
allowing the June and July bonds to ma­ 
ture without taking any steps . to provide 
for them, and therefore the presumption 
that he will call an extra session is almost 
equivalent to a certainty. There has never 
been any good ground for doubting the 
practicability of floating a three and a half 
per cent, bond, and a refunding bill at that 
rate would at ouce afford a considerable 
saving, and create a popular form of in­ 
vestment. It is, however, not at all cer­ 
tain that six months from this time a 
three and a half per cent, bond conld be 
floated. The tendency of business is up­ 
wards at present, and should peace prevail 


in Europe during the remainder of the 
preeent year it is quite probable that there 
will be a steady appreciation in money. 
For these and other equally obvious reasons 
the extra session ongbt not to be delayed, 
and the Republicans in Congress ought to 
agree as soon as possible upon a rational 
funding scheme. 
PORK OR POWDER. 
Secretary Blaine’s dispatch to our Eu­ 
ropean envoys regarding the pork question 
appears to ns to be ominously truculent. 
It might almost be supposed that he was 
in favor of threatening Europe with a gen­ 
eral war in case American hog, products are 
excluded from its ports. No doubt the 
measures already taken by France and 
Germany on the strength of the recent in­ 
dictment of onr pork are calculated to 
produce very serious results in the West. 
Rightly or wrongly it looks as though 
American pork would be for some time 
tabooed in Europe, and this must bring 
distress to the doors of many of onr pack­ 
ers and hog raisers. The great hog indus­ 
try of the AVest cannot fail to suffer se­ 
verely from this panic, and even if it can 
be shown that the scare was groundless it 
will still take some time for European 
markets to recover from its effects. 
It is indeed" quite possible that if the 
question was put to the vote in Cincin­ 
nati, the burghers of that porcine city 
might declare for war, rather than 
lose their European markets. But how­ 
ever anxious the new Administration may 
be to stand well with tbo AATest, it must 
remember that there are other sections of 
the country also to be considered, and that 
besides, there is a moral aspect to this 
case. 
Thus it is well known that the 
American press has bitterly denounced 
England for forcing her opium upon China, 
and how, then, can we justify an endeavor 
to cram our pork down the unwilling 
throats of the English, French and Ger 
mans ? 
It may be entirely free from 
trichinte, but that is not the point. So 
long as our European customers cannot be 
made to believe that it is wholesome, all 
attempts to make them eat it must fail. 
Perhaps the British Government might be 
induced to deliver over Consul Crump to 
the outraged pork-packers as a sort of 
heave-offering, and if th¡3 was done we 
should shudder to contemplate the wretch’s 
fate. Probably they would feed him upon 
diseased pork until he expired in horrible 
agonies, or they would condemn him to pass 
the rest of his miserable life in packing 
the pork he had so malignantly traduced. 
But we do not think the question one 
which it will do to go to war upon, and 
therefore the semi-belligerent tone of Mr. 
Blaine’s instructions seems out of place. 
It is quite possible that all this agitation 
about pork has been brought about by de­ 
signing speculators ; but if it is so there is 
no help for it, since speculators are always 
conspiring against one another in some 
way, and since they cannot be prevented 
from doing so except by killiog them 
which is not a feasible course. It is unfor­ 
tunate for the hog crop, undoubtedly, but 
it will have to be borne, just as the wheat- 
growers bear a dry year, aDd patience is 
the only alleviator accessible. 
THE NEW CZAR’S POLICY. 
Alexander the Third’s proclamation an­ 
nouncing his policy is a sufficiently con­ 
servative document. In point of fact it 
commits him to nothing. He professes to 
be in favor of peace unless he is compelled 
to go to war* He is not apparently in favor 
of any administrative reforms in his own 
empire, or if he is he does not mention 
them. 
Of course it was not to be ex­ 
pected that he should have elaborated a 
statesmanlike plan of government in a few 
hours, but neither was it necessary for him 
to put forth a statement which literally 
means nothing, and which will not there­ 
fore be accepted by the world as indicating 
his purposes in any respect. The prospect 
of reform in Russia is not brightened by 
the news that the new Czar’s life has been 
threatened by the Nihilists already, more­ 
over. He will probably think it necessary 
to root out those assassins before he thinks 
of anything else, and the process of extir­ 
pation, judging from the past, may occupy 
the whole of his reign. In that event, and 
indeed in any event, it is the Nihilists who 
constitute the most serious obstacle to gov­ 
ernmental reform. 


FIRST THEATER IN CALIFORNIA. 
(Monterey Californian.) 
On the corner of Pacific and Scott 
streets, in Monterey, stands the first the­ 
ater ever opened íd California. It is a low, 
flat, one-story adobe building, at present 
owned by John A. Swan, himself a pioneer 
of 1S43, and used as a tenement house. 
Many interesting reminiscences and ludi­ 
crous incidents cluster around this ancient 
building. The first piece played in it was 
“ Romeo and Juliet.” The late lamented 
Lieutenant Derby (“ John Phcenix”) was 
Romeo, and no lady could be found for 
Juliet. There were no English-speaking 
ladies in Monterey then. But Derby, that 
inveterate joker, hunted around until he 
found a big, fat Dutch woman, weighing 
about 250 pounds, the wife of a soldier at 
the Presidio, and induced her to take the 
part of Juliet. She studied her part in­ 
dustriously, but her broken English made 
a farce of the piece, which was highly rel­ 
ished by the not over critical audience of 
pioneer miners, especially in the balcony 
scene, where Derby made her look as 
ridiculous as possible. The second piece 
put upon the boards was Shakespeare’s 
“ Hamlet,” which shows that if the rugged 
pioneers were not well supplied with talent 
their aspirations ranged pretty high. 
Derby, as Hamlet, did very well, at least 
he satisfied his audience. In Ophelia no 
no flowers could be found for the flower 
scene, so common heads of cabbage were 
used, and vociferously applauded by the 
audience. 


DOMESTIC NEWS. 


L o c k ja w . — A correspondent of the 
Scientific A merican says : “ Let any one 
who has an attack of lockjaw take a small 
quantity of turpentine, warm it and pour 
it on the wound, no matter where the 
wound is, and relief will follow in less 
than a minute. Nothing better can be 
applied to a severe cnt or bruise than cold 
turpentine ; it will give certain relief al­ 
most instantly. 
Turpentine is aUo a 
sovereign remedy for cronp. 
Saturate a 
piece of flannel with it and place the flan­ 
nel on the throat and chest, and in every 
case three or four drops on a lump of sugar 
may be taken inwardly.” 
To G il d Steel.— Polished steel may be 
beautifully gilded by means of etheral 
solution of gold. Dissolve pure gold in 
aqua regia, evaporate gently to dryness, 
so as to drive off the superfluous acid, 
redissolve in water and add three times its 
bulk of sulphuric ether. Allow to stand 
for twenty-four hours in a stoppered bottle 
and the etheral solution of gold will float 
at the top. Polished steel dipped in this 
is at once beautifully gilded, and by tracing 
patterns on the surface of the metal with 
any kind of varnish beautiful deviceB in 
plain metal and gilt will be produced. For 
other metals the electro process is best. 
The difficulty which besets the path of 
scientific men is the proper classification of 
facts. As in every long bill there are cer­ 
tain items which come under the general 
head of “ sundries,” so in science there are 
facts which are neither “ fish, flesh, fowl 
nor good red herring.” One such fact is 
the case of the man who declared that it 
had been hereditary in his family for gen­ 
erations to have no children. W hether 
the children were the result of spontaneous 
generation, or more likely the resalt of 
spontaneous combustion, has cot yet been 
fully determined.

Chicago, March 10th.—The heaviest snow­ 
storm of the season prevailed throughout 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Missouri and Kansas to­ 
day, impeding railroad traffic and seriously 
interfering with the railroad wires.

The passenger train was well filled 
with passengers. J. E. Bond, express mes­ 
senger. was instantly killed, and the engineer 
seriously injured. John Telundal, a passen­ 
ger, was badly hurt. Eight or ten others were 
slightly hurt. The accident was caused by 
the freight cars being started on a down 
grad-, and the heavy weight caused them to 
run with a great speed until they met the 
passenger train. The smoking car was almost 
completely telescoped by the express and bag­ 
gage car. 
P arsons (Kan.), March 19th.—Two loco­ 
motives and twenty cars were destroyed by a 
collisiou between two freight trainson a side 
track last uight, and a brakeman and an en­ 
gineer killed. Carlessness of one of the con­ 
ductors was the cause. 
A .M other’s C rim e. 
C incinnati, March 19th.—“ Death iroin 
being stabbed by its mother. I further find 
said wounds were inflicted to commit mur­ 
der.” Above is the verdict of the Coroner 
this afternoon in a case of infanticide. The 
mother is Matilda Strazle, and the birth and 
infanticide occurred two weeks ago, but the 
discovery of a child in the privy vault was 
not made till last night, and then accident­ 
ally by a plumber. Twenty mortal stabs 
were found 'on its body. The mother this 
afternoon testified that she gave birth to the 
child in the privy, knifed it to death to still 
its cries, and threw it into the vault to con­ 
ceal her shame, but says she was mentally 
deranged. She is 21 years old, came from 
Germany to Chicago a year ago, and to this 
city about a month ago. She and Carl Slebly, 
the reputed father, are arrested for murder. 
They came from Germany together, and are 
said to be cousins.

New Y ork, March 19th. — The North

New York, March 21st —A. M.— The 
World publishes the first careful and thorough 
analysis ever printed of the public debt of 
Mexico, as formulated and submitted to the 
Mexican Congress by the special committee 
appointed for that purpose. While it is ap­ 
parent from this analysis that the financial 
affaire of Mexico long have been and still are 
in a sadly disorganized and ill-regulated con­ 
dition, it is also apparent that the actual 
burden of the public debt of that country is 
so light in comparison with its resources and 
with its population as to make it a very easy 
task for a competent financial administration 
to restore the credit of the Republic. The 
debt is given at $142,182,000.

G overnor M urray, o f T lab. 
New York, March 21st—a. m.—The Times 
editorially says : Now that Governor Murray 
of Utah has turned his face toward the setting 
snn, we may hope that there will be an end 
of the twaddle about his determination to end 
the evils of polygamy. Murray seems to 
think that the best way to accomplish the 
purposes whereto he bends his genius is to 
fire salutes, blow trumpets, and make a great 
noise. His first step was to give a certificate 
of election to .Congress to an anti-Mormon 
who had not been elected, as though the fact 
that he is an anti-Mormon could justify the 
act and fiad favor with Congress and the peo­ 
ple. His last utterances before he goes 
back to the place in which he belungB is that 
Garfield has said that he is also determined 


to suppress polygamy. No President in his 
right mind can say less. No President with 
the powers which are now granted the Chief 
Executive can do much iu this direction. 
When Congress seriously and resolutely ad­ 
dresses itself to the suppression of the nuisance 
of polygamy something will be accomplished. 
In the mean time all such pyrotechnics as 
those indulged iu by Murray are useless and 
impertinent. 
Tw o Good T hings from B eecher. 
N ew Y ork, March 21st—a. m.—Henry 
Ward Beecher announced yesterday, says the 
Times, that the revival meetings each after­ 
noon and evening during the week would be 
continued, but the evening services would be 
prayer instead of preaching. “ I desire to 
give notice,” he continued, “ that I can’t at­ 
tend to Becular business at the close of these 
week-day services, aud I might as well say 
right here that I have sold my interest in the 
navy yard premises, in the New York Cus­ 
tom-house, in the New York and Brooklyn 
Postoffices, in the Treasury Department, in 
the Postoftice Department, and almost every 
department at Washington, and a letter from 
me to those places will be of no use what­ 
ever. Applicants will please take notice of 
these transfers of property.” 
During bis sermon Beecher said that liber­ 
alism and rational preaching were pleating 
ruffles, were fixing ruffled shirts and putting 
cologne on men who were rotten within. 
“ If there is one thing I consider thoroughly 
indecent,” continued Beecher, “ it is the way 
in which criminals are cossetted and carried 
out of life. When a murderer is to be banged 
women send fljwers to him, and would kiss 
an ulcer for hia sake. Priests run to him 
and philanthropists hurry after them. He’s 
going to die ! Are not 100,000 dying all 
around, and there is nobody to run to them— 
there is no sympathy for them ; but if a 
monster is to die for a foul murder, the flood­ 
gates of sympathy are opened, and the news­ 
papers tell now he died trusting in Jesus. 
Faugh I W hat mischief that thief on the 
cross did ! Can a man who has crept up to 
the gallows through the common sewer?, at 
the last moment, just before the last effort to 
obtain pardon, suddenly blossom out into 
ferveut religious life ? I don’t believe it.”

AN IRISH TENANT’S PRIVILEGES UNDER 
THE PRESENT LAW. 
A tenant who voluntarily surrenders his 
farm must be paid by bis landlord compen­ 
sation for all improvements executed by 
himself or his successors. (33 and 34 Vic., 
c. 46, sec. 4.) 
A tenant who is disturbed in his holding 
by the act of his landlord, for causes other 
than non-payment of rent, must be paid 
by his landlord not only full compensation 
for all improvements, but also as compen­ 
sation for disturbance, a sum of money, 
varying from one to seven years of liis 
rent. (Sec. 3.) 
A notice to quit is deemed a disturbance. 
A tenant, even when evicted for non­ 
payment of rent, must be paid by his land­ 
lord full compensation for all his improve­ 
ments. 
(Sec. 4.) And when his rent 
does not exceed £15 he must be paid, in 
addition, a sum of money vary ing from one 
to seven years of his rent, if the Court de­ 
cides that the rent is exorbitant. (Sec. 9.) 
A tenant cannot be evicted for non­ 
payment of rent until one year’s rent is in 
arrear ; and even when evicted he can, 
within six months afterward, get back into 
possession by paying the amount due, less 
by any profit which the landlord may have 
made out of the holding while the tenant 
was out of possession (23 and 24 Viet., 
c. 154, sec. 70). 
A tenant, where it is proved that heorthe 
predecessor has paid money with the land­ 
lord’s consent on coming into his holding, 
and that he has not been paid compensa­ 
tion under custom or for disturbance, and 
was not permitted to dispose of his inter­ 
est, must be paid by his landlord, not 
only such compensation as may be awarded 
in respect of the money so paid on coming 
in, but also full compensation for all im­ 
provements made by himself or his prede­ 
cessor since such payment. (33 and 34 
Viet., c. 46, sec. 7). 
The Court, in assessing the amount of 
compensation referred to, is bound to take 
into consideration any unreasonable con­ 
duct on the part of the landlord. (Sec. 18.) 
A tenant can immediately after the no­ 
tice to quit bring his claim for compensa­ 
tion, and cannot then be ejected from his 
holding until the landlord has paid the 
amount awarded. (Secs. 16-21.) 
In absence of proof to the contrary, the 
improvements are presumed to have been 
made by the tenant, (Sec. 5.) 
No tenant whose holding is valued under 
£50 can by contract deprive himself of the 
compensation to which he is by law en­ 
titled. (Secs. 3, 4, 12.) 
A tenant is not liable for tithes. 
If a tenant’s holding is valued at or over 
£4, the landlord must pay half the poor’s 
rate. (1 and 2 Viet., c. 57, sec. 74.) 
If the holding is valued under £4, the 
landlord must pay the entire poor rate. 
(6 and 7 Viet., c. 92, sec. 1.) 
The process of distraint is rarely used in 
Ireland, and a levy under it can only be 
made for one year’s rent. 
When property is sold in the Landed 
Estates Court, the Court must give facili­ 
ties to tenants to enable them to purchase 
their holdings. (33 and 34 Viet,, c. 46, 
sec. 46.) 
The Board of Works is empowered to 
advance to tenants any snm not exceeding 
two-thirds of the money required for pur­ 
chasing their holdings, and tbe whole loan, 
with interest, is discharged by installments 
of £5 per cent, per annum for thirty-five 
years on the money borrowed. (Sec. 45.)—

INTELLIGENCE. 


TEE LANDES CASE. 
The case of the People ajainst George E. 
Pandes, charged with bigamy, which has 
been claiming the attention of the ¡Superior 
Court since the 11th instant, was concluded 
on Satnrday. The entire day of Saturday 
was occupied up to 4 o’clock P. M. in hearing 
the argument of counsel and in giving the 
charge of the Court to the jury. The jury 
retired, and at 5 o’clock returned into Court 
with a verdict of guilty. This morning was 
set as the time to pass sentence upon defend­ 
ant. The Court directed the Sheriff to take 
the defendant into custody. An order was 
entered that the bail of defendant be fixed at 
§2,500 pending appeal, but up .to the present 
time bail has not been given. It is, how­ 
ever, understood that the defendant has se­ 
cured bail, and will give it this morning 
as soon as he receives his sentence 
It has been stated that this case is the first 
for bigamy in this State, but this is incorrect, 
as on inquiry it is found that it is not the 
first time an arrest has been made fur that 
crime iu California, but it is, so far as can be 
ascertained, the first successful prosecution 
for this offense, and this belief is sustained 
by the fact tnat there are no cases of bigamy 
reported in the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of this State, Judging from the time 
it took to take the testimony iu this case, it 
must have tak n a great deal of labor to get 
the facts together and find the witnesses by 
which the features of the case conhl be 
proven, and the gentlemen who conducted 
the prosecution can certainly claim credit for 
the work. During the entire eight days that 
the trial was progressing the Court-room 
was continuously crowded with spectators 
while the Court was in session. Much inter­ 
est was felt in the case by those who could not 
attend the trial, and since the verdict was 
rendered the ex pres, ion of public opinion iias 
been that it is just. In view of the convic­ 
tion, and that lawyers look upon the case as 
a. leading one and likely to go into “ the 
books,” a brief resume of the leading facts 
brought out may be of interest to the public. 
August 5, 1880, defendant was married at 
the Golden Eagle 11 del in this city by Rev. 
J. E. Wickes to Miss Emma Hack, a re­ 
spectable and well-connected resident of Sac­ 
ramento county near Freeport, and on the 
same day left for Woodland to teach a school 
in Willow Slough district in Yolo county. 
Subsequently news was received here that 
two women from this city had visited the 
school-house where defendant was employed, 
and that one of them had shot at Landes, but 
had failed to hit the mark, and that defend­ 
ant had escaped uriojured. It subsequently 
developed that the womao whodid the shooting 
was a widow lady of respectability and of 
good family, Mrs. Julia A. Finn, who bas 
resided ia this city from her childhood. She 
claimed that the defendant was her lawful 
husband ; that she had heard of the mar­ 
riage of defendant with Mi.-s Hack, and had 
written to him for an explanation. That he 
denied he was married to any one hut herself. 
She subsequently heard that he and Miss 
Hack were living together as man and wife 
iu Yolo county, and went out to see if it was 
true. She called at the school-house, accom­ 
panied by h r sister, Jennie Cowen, and bad 
a talk with Landes, which ended in the shoot­ 
ing. She was .subsequently arrested upon a 
charge of assault t ¡ murder, and an informa­ 
tion was filed in the Superior Court of Yolo 
county, since which time the case has rested. 
Subsequent to her own arrest, she, by advise 
of her uwn counsel, D. E. Alexander and C. 
L. White, caused the arrest of defendant on a 
charge of bigamy, and when the case came 
up before the magistrate for examination, 
the defendant interposed the objection that 
the complainant could not swear to a com­ 
plaint against him, because she claimed to be 
his wife, and a wife cannot testify against j 
her husband without his consent. Her attor- -I 
neys, not deeming the matter important, con­ 
sented to a dismissal of the charge on that 
ground. Immediately they drew a new com­ 
plaint and caused it to be sworn to by a full 
sister of Mrs. Finn, Miss Alice Townsend. 
The case was examined before Superior 
JudgeS. C. Danson, siting as a magistrate. 
The prosecution first proved the marriage 
with Mi.-s Emma Hack, and then offered to 
prove the former marriage by the other lady, 
who claimed that defendant had been mar­ 
ried to her.-elf. The defendant objected to 
this on the ground that she claimed to be, 
and m u i for that purpose be con­ 
sidered, his wife, and under the law 
»f this State in that case she could 
not testify without his consent. The 
law on that subject was thoroughly argued 
and Judge Denson held that he could not 
exclude her from the witness stand, until it 
appeared absolutely that she was the wife of 
the defendant. As it had already been 
proven that defendaut had one wife, of course 
when it appeared he had also another, noth­ 
ing was left for the m&gistaate to do but to 
hold him to answer before the Superior 
Court, which he did. An information was 
filed, and on the 11th instant the trial com­ 
menced before Superior Judge Clark and a 
jury. Mrs. Finn, or Landes, on the trial 
claimed that Borne time ia the latter part ot 
1879 the defendant took her, late one even­ 
ing, to a place he said was Brighton and had 
a marriage ceremony performed before 
some one whom she supposed to be a 
Justice of the Peace; that there were 
present a lady and two men, besides 
the supposed Justice, and the defendant and 
herself. The date ot this transaction she 
does not fix accurately, hut the counsel for 
the prosecution claimed that the evidence in 
the case fixes it as October 5, 1879. She 
claimed further that defendant wanted this 
marriage kept a Becret, and gave as a reason 
thertfor, that his people did not wish him to 
marry her, and that they would not help him, 
if they knew it. It was accordingly by her 
kept a secret, but it was sworn to that they 
cohabited together as man and wife. About 
May, 1SS0, she states that she desired him to 
publish the usual marriage notice, but he ex­ 
cused himself to her, and gave her a marriage 
certificate, which satisfied her. until he mar­ 
ried Emma Hack. While at Willow slough, 
and after he was married to the latter lady, 
he wrote the first wife five letters, which were 
chiefly instrumental in securing his convic­ 
tion, as they corroborated the other testi­ 
mony to such an extent that the jury did not 
believe the defendant’s story about the affair. 
Concerning the genuineness of the letters 
there was much “ expert ” testimony. A 
child was born to Mrs. Finn-Landes, and a 
physician testified that he attended the lady 
at her confinement at request of defendant, 
who told him the lady was his wife. Other 
witnesses testified to defendant’s acknowl­ 
edging Mrs. Finn as his wife, and that he 
visited her and occupied 
her room. 
For the defenso flat denial was made 
of those facts, and witnesses testified 
to facts tending to establish an alibi as against 
the alleged visits, etc. Defendant took the 
stand and testified that the letters, save two, 
were not in his handwriting, and were not 
written by him or at hi3 request—the two 
exceptions ante-dated the marriage. The 
prosecution 
was conducted by D. E. 
Alexander, Clinton L. White and District 
Attorney Henry L Buckley, and the defend­ 
ant's counsel were Messrs. Charles T. Jones 
and Ed. M. Martin. The case will probably 
go to the Supreme Court oa the question as 
to whether Mrs. Finn was properly permitted 
to testify.

In Satur lay’s R ecoed-U nio n appeared for 
the first time in print a detailed account of 
the exceedingly mysterious disappearance of 
Thomas P. Purcell, who arrived in Sacra­ 
mento from Weaverville September 8, 1879, 
and on the 26th of the same month dropped 
out of sight and has never since been heard 
of. His correct habits, his possersion of a 
considerable sum of money, his attachment 
to his family, his rather reticent habits, his 
regular correspondence with his sister, all 
led his friends to believe that he had been 
foully dealt with, and that he had not volun­ 
tarily absented himself and had not secreted 
himself. There was in bis case no known 
motive for Buicide, no reason to run 
away, no earthly reason for veiling his 
whereabouts in obscurity. No other theory 
could ba taken up except that which involves 
the doctrine of the case being one in which 
murder has been done. Officer Jackson was 
called into the case early, and his search of 
nearly two years utterly fails to reveal any 
facts to lead to a change of belief as to what 
has become cf Thomas P. Purcell. In order 
to give a full understanding of the facts 
which Lave developed sites Saturday, a brief 
resume of the case is necessary. Purcell ar­ 
rived here September 8, 1879, to attend the 
State Fair and to buy into some business. 
He had a considerable sum of money. He 
was sober, not given to “ picking up” ac­ 
quaintances at haphazard, was of good hab­ 
its, a man of fair education and good_ address, 
and a devoted correspondent with his sisters. 
One of these livesinVirginiaCity. While here 
Le wrote letters in a stationer’s store and 
¡eceived letters in care of that store. He 
went to a dry goods house and bought and 
paid for §G6 worth of goods, and for some in­ 
scrutable reason he left at that store on de­ 
posit §45. He went to the Capital Savings 
Bank and cashed a check drawn in his favor 
by his sister for about the sum the goods 
cost. He was properly identified at the 
bank. The stationer’s el-rk recognizes his 
photograph. The bank books show that he 
was in the bank in person. This was Sep­ 
tember 26th. Since that day he has not 
been heard of. He brought to the city an 
old-fashioned hair trunk and a peculiar old 
styled leather kat-bor, which up to Satnrday 
Mr. Jackson had been utterly unable to find. 
Saturday morning Jacob Schmid, who keeps 
the Mechanics’ Exchange Hotel, on I street, 
near Front, read the account of Purcell’s 
disappearance in the R ecord-U nion, and 
as soon as he saw the description of the bag­ 
gage he recognized it, and immediately pro­ 
ceeded to Chief of Police Karcher and told 
him he believed that baggage was then in his 
hotel. Mr. Karcher at once proceeded to the 
hotel, and found the trunk and hat-box of 
Purcell. They were stowed away iu the 
baggage room, and were covered thickly with 
dust, and had evidently teen undisturbed 
since their receipt at the hotel. Mr. Schmid 
said that all he knew of the bsggage was that 
it had been brought to his house—according 
to the statement of his clerk—September 15, 
1879. That date the clerk marked on the 
tag attached to the trunk. The clerk says 
that all he knows of 
it 
ia, 
that 
a wagon 
drove 
to 
the 
hotel 
and 
the driver deposited the baggage in the 
hotel, saying he was instructed to do s". 
Purcell never registered at Schmid’s house, 
has never been there, is unknown to anyone 
connected. with the hotel, and no one has 
called for the baggage or asked to see it since 
the day of its deposit. It is not the custom 
of this house to sell unclaimed baggage, and 
the officers believe that fact must have been 
known to whomsoever sent it there, for it 
now develops that it came from a house that 
does sell unclaimed baggage, to w it: the 
Western Hotel. Mr. Land, the proprietor 
of this house, finds from his records that 
G. M. Purcell registered at the West­ 
ern September 8, 1879, but no Thomas 
P. Purcell ever registered there. G. M. 
Purcell had a bed in the hall and left the 
baggage described, and the baggage-master 
pasted on th9 trunk a Western Hotel label, 
by which the fact that it came from the 
Western to the Mechanics’ Hotel was dis­ 
covered. After such deposit and registry 
Purcell was never heard of at the Western. 
How his baggage 
came to be taken 
to the Mechanics’ is a mystery. 
Many 
people, it is found, however, give baggage 
checks to hotel-runaers, and subsequently 
order the baggage from the hotel to other 
points, without registering at the hotel. 
This is, iudeed, very common. 
Mr. Land 
S3ys the name “ G. M. Purcell” is on the 
register in his hand-writing,, and he don’t 
think that he could have made such a mist >ke 
a3 to write G. B. for Thos. P., but he might 
have done so. 
The tags on the baggage 
bear the name Thos. Purcell. The writing 
is poor ; it ia not Purcell’s. Had he have 
written it he would not have omitted the 
initial “ P.,” as it was his custom, always, to 
use it. One of the tags is a blank commer­ 
cial tag, the other is a Mtchanics’ Hotel 
card, but these cards are distributed freely 
elsewhere than at the hotel. The hand­ 
writing on both tags is the same. The bag­ 
gage driver at the Western thinks, but is not 
certain, be took the packages to the Me­ 
chanics’, but has no memory as to who gave 
the order. John A. Robinson was then 
clerk at the Western and had charge of all 
baggage. He is now iu Benson, A. T., 
and was yesterday written to. 
It is 
exceedingly desirable to know now if 
any express wagon driver in Sacramento 
remembers having carried that baggage, or 
if any driver remembers having had 
the checks for it, in possession. A new mys­ 
tery now surrounds the case : where was Pur­ 
cell from September 15th to September 26th. 
that he paid no attention to his baggage? 
Indeed, why did he neglect it from Septem­ 
ber 8th to September 26th ? He arrived Sep­ 
tember 8th ; he cashed the check and bought 
the goods and disappeared September 26;h ; 
but September 15th his baggage was trans­ 
ferred as stated. Chief Karcher and officer 
Jackson opened the trunk and hat-box Sat­ 
urday. In the trunk was found a full lot of 
gentleman’s wearing apparel, under and outer 
wear, white Bhirts, etc., all in as perfect con­ 
dition as when packed. Among the lot is a 
very fine full dress suit, from shoes to “ swal­ 
low-tail” coat and silk scarf. In the hat-box 
is a good beaver hat, a lot of good collars, an 
open-faced silver watch and a silver chain, a 
carte de visite photograph of Purcell, and a 
lot of letters from Purcell’s sisters. Tied to 
the hat-box is a sack, agd in it is a miner’s 
working suit. There are other facts con­ 
nected with the case, publication of which is 
not deemed expadient just now. The search 
for Purcell has begun afresh, and that must 
suffice for the present. 


M etro p o litan T h eater. — The Capital 
Theater troupe appeared again at the Metro­ 
politan Theater Saturday afternoon and 
evening. The matinee was but lightly at­ 
tended. At night a good house greeted the 
company. The programme preceding the 
play was much like that already noticed. 
The actors were more at ease, and the 
specialties were given with success. 
Mason, 
Cummings and Dingle especially were success­ 
ful in entertaining the audience. The play, 
“ Rose; or, Deadwood’s Pet,” closed the 
evening’s entertainment, 
and presented 
prominently Miss Vernon and Messrs. Mason, 
Mack, Dingle and Bree. Miss Vernon did 
not have as good a field as in the ploy of 
Wednesday last, in which to show her ability, 
which is of no mean order; nor did Mr. 
Mason appear to so good advantage as a 
hunter.

THE MEMPHIS CASE. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : I am glad to per­ 
ceive by your editorial of Thursday that you 
notice the “ Memphis” ease. To my mind 
your conclusions seem incontrovertible—cer­ 
tainly just and honorable. I can’t make out 
the policy of Sacramento’s evening journal 
in pointing out this case, as oDe of the de­ 
cisions of which is only to the effect that a 
debtor may defraud his creditor by reason of 
the latter beibg unable to seize the property 
of the former in payment of his claim. It 
looks to me like an endeavor to bring a pres­ 
sure to bear on our newly-elected First Trus­ 
tee, to become as derelict in his duty as some 
of our former Trustees were. If anything 
was settled at the recent election of First 
Trustee, it was the question of honorably 
paying the city’s indebtedness. The Bee 
made a point of stating over and over that 
the real issue was “ one or two per cent, tax, 
viz., Green and one par cent., or Brown and 
two per cent.” The people elected Brown, 
and the Bee, commenting on the same, said in 
substance: “ The people have declared for 
the higher tax, and seem to like it,” and, I 
will add, much honor to them for being will­ 
ing to make provision for paying their jost 
debts without being forced to do so. It is 
not possible, perhaps, to give the reasons that 
have actuated the former Trustees of our 
city in neglecting or refusing to levy 
the tax as provided by law, and which 
there can be no question it was their duty to 
have done ; but the consequences are that by 
their failure the indebtedness of the city has 
increased very largely, and will, if not met 
us the law has provided, continue to 
increase to such an extent that every 
piece of property will before many years 
be mortgaged for about all it is worth. 
And it occurs to me that as the railroad 
company is a large taxpayer, and have very 
extensive and valuable properties in this city, 
whether they may not become alarmed at 
the state of things, aud look around for a 
more promising location for tlieir works. 
Our city is not in the position of an insolvent 
debtor; it cannot claim that it ia bank­ 
rupt ; it has an assessment roll of 
ten 
or 
twelve 
millions 
of 
dollars’ 
worth of property, the leal value of which is 
perhaps half as mnch more, and owes iu city 
bonds something more than one million dol­ 
íais, together with, I am sorry to add, several 
hundred thousands of dollars uf unpaid cou­ 
pons which ought to have been and could have 
been paid. Now what is the meaning of this 
whining about our poverty, and the hardship 
of the poor taxpayers being forced to pay 
each their share of the city’s debt? Why, 
last Christmas the Bee published aa issue 
that boasted to the world that Sacramento 
was one of, if not the most prosperous cities of 
California ; that our wealth, population and 
business were rapidly increasing, and predict­ 
ing a lofty place for us in the commonwealth; 
but now it practically advocates repudiating 
our obligations on account of poverty. This 
blowing about our prosperity when we de- 
Bire to make a show, and pleading pov­ 
erty when we are called upon 
to 
pay our debts, is not to my mind. 
It is not on every occasion that the advice of 
the Bee has 
been 
advantageous 
to 
the city’s interest. It will be remem­ 
bered bow strenuously the Bee a 1 va­ 
cated the adoption of the Holly Water 
Works system; indeed, no paid advocate 
could have exerted himself or worked harder 
for its adoption by the people of the city 
than did the Bee. Well, it was adopted, 
at an expense to the city of $180.000, but it 
was soon found that it was totally inadequate 
to furnish enough water for the city use, and 
the then Board of Trustees—Messrs. Green, 
Knox and McCleery—applied to the rail­ 
road company, and by consent of the Presi­ 
dent, Governor Stanford, an engine and 
pump was constructed at the railroad works 
of Buch capacity that with less expense 
for working and repairs, from two to 
three times the volume of water is 
supplied to the city, and the total cost of 
said apparatus was §30,000—-being a differ­ 
ence of only §150,000 for machinery iu every 
respect superior to the complicated Holly 
pumping engines. I hope aud believe that 
the Bee cannot be speaking its own senti­ 
ments on this debt question, but is craftily 
misled by parties more interested and with 
less regard for reputation and honesty than 
that most respectable journal.

HOW HE WAS CAUGHT. 
Sunday morning, between 4 and 5 o’clock, 
there was trouble on the lower floor at Turner 
Hall. A young German who sleeps in the 
basement, but is unable to tell a story rapidly 
in intelligible English, gave an alarm and 
brought officers O. C. Jackson and P. W. 
Cafferty to answer his call. They gathereJ 
ag well as they could from his broken Eng­ 
lish that there was a thief, burglar, murderer 
or other criminal loose in the hall seeking 
whom he might devour. Cafferty guarded 
the front aud Jackson made a recon- 
noissance in the rear. On the alley side 
cf the building he found all the doors looked, 
but some evidences of some ene having 
clambered up the wall. The young German 
insisted that some o»e was ¡«sirle who ought 
to be iu the lock-up instead. The saloon in 
the basement is approached by four doors, 
one on J street, one from the landing of the 
hall stairs inside, one from the gymnasium 
on the south, and one from the gymnasium 
parlor or anteroom on the west. This latter 
opens beneath the stairway running up into 
the main hall. The officers found the J- 
street and the landing-door fastened securely, 
but while seeking an entrance distinctly 
heard some one 
chiseling at the door 
beneath the stairway, 
A second later 
the burglar took alarm and ran to the door 
of the gymnasium ante room, which opens 
up .n J street, on the west front of the bnild- 
iug. The man pulled down the top bolt, 
sprung out the door sufficiently to get a good 
hold, and by sheer strength pulled the door 
in, aud in doing bo bent like a straw a bolt 
made of heavy gas-pipe, aud which two men 
found it impossible to spring yesterday, save 
with heavy hammers. The man darted out 
and fairly into the official arme, and found 
two pistols barring further progress. He 
was found to be Veit Heldly, a well- 
known character about town. He effected 
an entrance to the place by placing an 
old tin pipe against the alley wall, on 
which he clambered to a window that 
was not fastened down. This he raised snd 
crawled through. He then began work upon 
the door opening into the saloon beneath the 
stairway. This door was held by a stout lock 
which the burglar had overcome, badly chis­ 
eling the door to do so. But a stout hook on 
the inside still held the door, and he wa3 
making a cutting to start the hook when 
alarmed. 
Heldly was taken into custody 
fifteen years ago by then officer, now Chief 
Karcher, on suspici in. He then had in his 
possession §2,000, and Karcher was convinced 
he had got it by no reputable means. This 
money was very oddly secreted about 
his clothing, or, as the Chief puts it, 
“ everywhere I touched him I struck 
a money lead that panned out well.” But no 
one appeared against the man and he was 
discharged. 
Not long ago Heldly was ar­ 
rested for pilfering from the till of a saloon, 
but the sufferer declined to prosecute him and 
he was discharged. Now, however. Jackson 
aud Cafferty are witnesses sufficient to estab­ 
lish his burglary, and V. H. Í3 certainly 
booked for one of the big stone, jugB for a term 
of years. 
F oo t-race.—There was foot-racing at Ag­ 
ricultural Paik yesterday. G. Guerrero was 
matched against Charles Gannon, and for 
$50 they were to try whose legs were longest, 
or rather whose legs could hold out longest, 
Guerrero to di“count his own extremities to 
the extent of 100 yards in a mile in favor of 
Gannon. Gannon was beaten in the first 
mile by two feet, and Guerrero, who was ad­ 
vertised to run seven miles against 42 min­ 
utes, after demolishing Gannon kept right on 
to do his seven, as Gannon gave up at the 
end of the first. Guerrero’s time was : First 
mile, 5:16; second, 12:12; third, 19:36; 
fourth, 26:43; fifth, 34:13; sixth, 41:10;

F e rtiliz in g O rch a rd s. — When 
an 
orchard requires-fertilizing it is best to do 
this all over the ground, and not to apply 
manure only near the trees. This produces 
a large growth-of roots close to the trees, far 
roots grow where the soil is richest, and 
prevents the growth at a distance from the 
tree. 
Manure tends to encourage the 
growth of wood rather than fruit. In­ 
stead of manure, it is better to cultivate 
the soil aud leave it fallow, or to seed it to 
clover and plow it in, giving a liberal dress­ 
ing of lime or wood ashes. The clover is 
then plowed under. Orchards need lime 
and ashes more than manure, and theee 
soon produce healthy, emooth bark.

THE ST0EY TOLD BY THE VICTIM. 


Arrest of a Man Identified by the 
Girl as Her Assailant. 


[SPKCTAL BY TELEGRAPU TO THE RECORD-UNION j 


San Jose, March 20tb.—One of the most 
dastardly outrages that has ever taken place 
in this city occurred last evening, but did not 
come to light until after the arrest of the 
party identified as the one who committed 
the crime, the arrest being made at 2 o’clock 
this morning. Yesterday evening a young 
girl named Emma Clark, an orphan, who 
came a few weeks ago from Petaluma, and 
was stopping at Dr. Cochrane’s, on Sixth 
street, she being ill and under the protection 
and care of the doctor’s wife. Between 5 
and C o’clock yesterday evening she 
WENT OUT FOR A WALK, 
And soon after took a streetcar of the North 
Side liue and rode to the extreme end, 
searching fur the house of Dr. Stewart, the 
Baptist minister, who she had started out to 
visit. Arriving at the end of the line she 
alighted, and soon after passed a saloon kept 
by Gifford Bros. Oue of the latter, Ben., 
seeing that she was a stranger, she says 
accosted her and invited her to take a drink. 
This frightened her, and she hurried on, not 
knowing where she was going. He followed 
her a short distance and asked her to accom­ 
pany him to a house, and then turned hack 
for a few minutes; but shortly after she 
noticed that he was again following her. By 
this time it was getting dark, and seeing a 
bridge ahead—what is known as the Shore 
bridge, at the crossing ot the Coyote creek 
on the Berryessa—she concluded to hide, and 
rau under the bridge, not knowing what else 
to da She was hardly there when the man 
was at her side. He had a small can in his 
hand, and alter asking her to take a drink 
seized her by the collar and said, “ If you 
make any noise, or attempt to shout, I will 
kill you,” and repeated it. She struggled 
and screamed, but he forced the liquid into 
her mouth, and owing to her ill-health aud 
weakness she was unable to prevent it. 
THE LAST SHE RECOLLECTS 
Is that he was unloosening her clothes. 
When she came to, her first recollection was 
that she was on the bank of a creek ir. a 
place unknown to her, and she wandered to 
the house of William Shore, a few hundred 
feet from the bridge. The latter is in an un­ 
frequented locality. When she got to Mr. 
Shore’s she was in her under-clotliee, bare­ 
footed and hatless, and dripping wet, showing 
that she had been in the water. This was 
about 8 o’clock P. M., or two hours later than 
she thinks she first reached the bridge. She 
related her Btory in a dazed way, and after 
she had been provided with clothing Mr. 
Shore came into the city and notified the 
police. Chief Haskell and officer Brown 
went out and brought the girl in, and from 
her description of the man concluded it was 
Ben. Gifford, a young man who has a very 
bad name in this city, owing to his arrests 
heretofore on different charges. He was ar­ 
re t d, and upon being brought before the 
girl was immediately and 
POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED 
As the assailant. An examination before a 
physician proved that she had been raped. 
The police found her clothes under the bridge, 
and marks indicating that she had be n 
thrown iuto a hole where there was nearly 
five feet of water. It is supposed that the 
current floated her to shallow water a few 
feet below. Gifford was charged with rape, 
and in default of §5,000 bail was locked up. 
Ue appears indifferent, claims that she is 
mistaken, and that he knows nothing about 
the matter. The girl is highly esteemed by 
Dr. Cochrane and the few who have formed 
her acquaintance, and was to have been bap­ 
tized in Dr. Stewart’s church to-day. Gifford’s 
examination is set for Wednesday next at 10 
A. m. The citizens in the \icinity of Gifford’s 
saloon are holding an indignation meeting to­ 
night.

CALIFORNIA. 


The R alloeh T ri« l—O bsequie t o f G eneral 
Tplon - D eath o f a P ro m inent Citizen. 
San F rancisco, March ‘20tb.—More inter­ 
est centered in the Kalloch case yesterday, 
consequently the Court-room was lacked and 
seats were at a premium. Mr. Highton, for 
the defense, and Messrs. Murphy and Lloyd, 
for the prosecution, were absent. At the 
opening of the Court, at 10 o’clock, an hour 
was taken up in submitting “ instructions." 
Mr. Campbell then proceeded to the opening 
argument for the people. Throughout the 
whole argument the defendant manifested no 
mark of feeling when he was severely ban­ 
died, but maintained his accustomed serenity. 
The obsequies of the late General Emory 
Upton took place yesterday, with military 
honors. The funeral procession was the most 
imposing and largest of any ever shown in 
this city. The cavalcade was headed by 300 
police officers, commanded personally by 
Chief Crowley and Captains Douglas and 
Short. Upon the arrival of the remains at 
Oakland, they were placed upon a car and 
this morniog started for Batavia, N. Y. 
Yesterday the following letter was found 
among the papers of General Upton, and it 
in part supports the theory that his mind 
was nut of order for some days before his 
death. That he had in contemplation any 
such action as is shown in this letter was un­ 
known to anyone. It is dated at the Presi­ 
dio, March 14, 1881, and reads thus briefly : 
To the Adjutant-General United States Army— 
Sir : I hereby tender my resignation as Colonel of 
the Fourth Artillery. Your obedient servant, 
E. UPTON, Colonel Fourth Artillery. 
John H. Madison, of the firm of Madison 
& Burke, died yesterday morning at his resi­ 
dence, at the age of 41 years. The deceased 
had been suffering from an affection of the 
liver for about six months. He was a native 
of Salem, Massachusetts, and a son of Cap­ 
tain Madison, who was well known here as 
an agent of the old Sacramento Union. The 
Madison family, deceased among the number, 
came to this city in 1850. Deceased was first 
engaged as the agent of Michael Reese, which 
position he subsequently left to enter the 
business firm of which he, at the time of his 
death, was the senior member. He leaves a 
wife and two boys, who are fully provided 
for.

The trees are said to have been visited by 
a black fly, which has left its eggs, and 
when these hatch the blighting of the trees 
will begin. 
Iro Harder, the mail «arrier between 
Fire Hole and Henry’s lake, became snow- 
blind lately. He was so badly blinded 
that he was compelled to lay in the timber 
for three nights and days before he was 
able to make his way to the station. 
Says the Santa Rosa Republican: A fine, 
substantial bridge is being built across the 
Gualala river. It has a span of 100 feet, and 
is 25 feet above low water. It is made of 
single pieces of timber without splicing. 
The stringers are about 20 inches square.

RUSSIA. 


Im posing F uneral Procession In St 
Pelrrsborg. 
St. P etersburg, March 19th. —1The re­ 
moval of the body of the Czar to the Cathe­ 
dral in the Peter and Paul Fortress to-day 
was conducted with great pomp. Following 
was the order of procession : The late Em­ 
peror’s horse, then functionaries bearing his 
132 Russian and foreign decorations and 
others bearing his nine crowns ; the last of 
the number being the Imperal crown of Rus­ 
sia. Following these came the clergy, 
dressed in black velvet embroidered with 
silver; next came the funeral par, richly 
ornamented with gold, drawn by eight horses, 
the four oldest Generals in the army holding 
the corners of the pall. Immediately be­ 
hind the car walked the Emperor. Then 
came the Grand Dukes, Ministers and for­ 
eign princes, on horseback, grenadiers, and 
carriages with the Empress and her children 
and the Grand Duchess. 
AN OFFICER IN TROUBLE. 
St. P etersbu rg, March 19th.—Major-Gen­ 
eral Miarwsky, belonging to the Prefecture 
of Police, who was first deputed to Bearch a 
cheesemonger’s shop in Little Garden street, 
and who reported ne found nothing suspi­ 
cious, is being subjected to a judicial exami­ 
nation, and it is thought this investigation 
will lead to the resignation of the Prefect of 
Police. 
ANOTHER UKASE. 
St. P etersbu rg, March 19th.—An Impe­ 
rial ukase has been issued, whicl confirms 
and maintains the religion, laws aid privi­ 
leges of Finland. 
pro po sed la nd reform. 
S t. P etersburg, March 19th.—The lead­ 
ing idea at present urged is Baid to be to do 
everything for the agricultural interests as 
represented by tho peasants. The following 
proposals are said to be under consideration : 
Imperial ukases are to be issued on the Em­ 
peror’s accession, giving evidence of his fixed 
purpose and his own will, firstly, to promote 
intercolonization by migration of peasants to 
rich, unoccupied lands, and funds being pro­ 
vided therefor. Secondly, to give more lands 
to the peasants generally. Thirdly, to liber­ 
ate the peasants from the expensive regime of 
passports, and also the landed proprietors. 
All other classes, such as capitalists, manu­ 
facturera, scientists and litterateurs are re­ 
garded, in certain quarters, as more or less 
disaffected, 
recom m endations by th e po pe. 
V ienna, March 19th.—The Pope has writ­ 
ten to the Catholic and United Greek Bish­ 
ops in Russia, instructing them to order 
requiem masses to be celebrated in the 
churches ot their dioceses for the late Czar, 
and requesting them to issue pastorals requir­ 
ing loyalty to the new Czar. I he Pope at 
the same time auuounces that the freedom of 
the Catholic Church in Russia, agreed upon 
by the late Emperor, will be niaint,. led by 
his successor. 
THE ASSASSINATION INDORSED. 
London, March 19th.—The Trtiheit, organ 
of the Social Democrats in London, appears 
to-day with a wide red border, and the first 
article is headed “ At Last." The _ article 
begins as followa : “ Triumph upon triumph ! 
One of the most abominable tyrants is no 
more.” NIHILISTS ARRESTED IN PARIS. 
In consequence of banquets yesterday of 
Extreme Radicals celebrating the outbreak 
of the Commune, the police have arrested 
several persons, including Terkesoff, chief of 
the Nihilists in Paris, and a German Social­ 
ist named David. The Custom-house offi­ 
cials have seized on the frontier two port­ 
manteaus containing photographs which the 
Nihilists were endeavoring to convey into 
France. 
The French ship Coralie embarked a quan­ 
tity of Orsini bombs at Pomptona for St. 
Petersburg, bi t on putting into Dunkirk, the 
captain learning of the assassination of the 
Czar, immediately acquainted the Russian 
Consul of the nature of the cargo. 
PAYMENTS TO BE REDUCED. 
St. P etersbu rg, March 20th.—The pay 
ments due from peasants for lands allotted 
them on the abolition of serfdom are about 
to be reduced in 25 governments by 40 to 70 
per cent., the total reduction aggregating 
1,000,000 roubles yearly. 
THE JUDICIAL INQUIRY. 
The preliminary judicial inquiry into the 
murder of the Czar wa3 concluded yesterday, 
and the minuteB handed to Prosecutor 
Muraireff, who will be one of the state prose­ 
cutors before the special tribunal appointed 
to try the accused. The persons to he tried 
are Nicolai Rossakoff, who confessed^ that he 
threw one of the bombs; Andrei Telejkoff, 
who confesses that he participated in the 
preparations for the murder; Timofai 
Michaeloff, who on his arrest at the Kitzkoff 
domicile shot a policeman, and lastly a woman 
named Hess Helfmann, charged with being 
an accomplice of Navrotski, who^ committed 
suicide when the police entered his house. 
FURTHER ARRESTS—MEMORIAL DECIDED UPON 
— TORTURE APPLIED. 
St. P etersburg, March 20th.—The man 
and woman who occupied the shop where the 
mine was discovered, near the residence of 
the new Emperor, have been arrested in 
Crons tadt. 
It has been decided to erect a church where 
the assassination occurred. 
Roussakoff is being tortured. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
Ten Years' Im prisonm ent. 
D ublin, March 20th.—Laughlin, convicted 
of commiUingrsn outrage on Saunders at 
Cork, near Castle Island, has been sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment. 
B elief Sent—F arm er Beaten. 
D ublin, March 20th.—The Emergency 
Committee sent LTlster laborers to relieve 
O’Donnell, a Catholic, of Bell Mulet, Donegal 
county. 
A farmer named Conroy was probably 
fatally beaten to day at Corkey, Sligo. 
The Boer W ar. 
London, March 20th.—It is reported that 
the Boere have killed or wounded three offi­ 
cers and 100 men at Pretoria. A correspond­ 
ent fears that the report is not without 
foundation, but thinks the number is probably 
exaggerated. 
. 
London, March 20th.—Great Britain in­ 
sists upon the withdrawal of the Boers from 
Laingonek into Transvaal, and unless the 
Boers comply hostilities will certainly be re­ 
sumed. It is believed the terms offered the 
Boers include the appointment of a Royal 
Commission of Inquiry, the retirement of the 
Boers to their homes and the maintenance of 
British garrisons in their present positions.
